In 
the Zionist struggle which 
preceded the establishment 
of Israel, Uruguay was al- 
wavs a staunch supporter 
and has been a consistent 
friend of Israel since she 
became a nation.

This body systematically 
supported the idea of the 
Jewish National Home and 
can be credited with some 
influence in swinging the 
Latin American vote in 
favour of the UN Resolu- 
tion ol November 1947. 
Today this body has be- | 
come the Uruguay Israel 
Friendship Society — a 
significant and noteworthy ' 
evolution. |

drigues Fabregat as a mem 
ber of the UN Committee 
waich elaborated the his- 
toric UN Resoiution. In 
this fostering of Israel's
